Evelyn E. Newman, a creative St. Louisian, has helped launch some of St. Louis' 
foremost art institutions and cultural events. The Spirit of St. Louis Fund, which 
evolved into the Arts & Education Council of Greater St. Louis, was founded in her 
living room. In 1950 she inaugurated the Greater St. Louis Book Fair - today the 
largest event of its kind in the nation - as a fundraiser for the Nursery Foundation of 
St. Louis, now one of the area's premiere day care centers. Newman subsequently 
devised other innovative fundraisers, such as the Scholarshop for the Scholarship 
Foundation of St. Louis, the Flea Market for the Missouri Historical Society, the 
Gypsy Caravan for the St. Louis Symphony Society, the Wishing Well for the 
Barnes Jewish Hospital Gift Shop and the Camelot Auction for the Arts & Education 
Council. 

She was selected by the Rouse Group to help restore and vitalize the St. Louis 
Union Station. More recently, Newman served as Executive Director of Forest Park 
Forever, a not-for-profit organization founded in 1986 to rehabilitate and maintain 
Forest Park, the civic "Crown Jewel" of St. Louis, and launched a new park support 
group, the Park Conservancy. In the mid 1990s she conceived and raised the funds 
to construct the Sophia M. Sachs Butterfly House and Education Center, an 8,000 
square foot conservatory that in 2001 became part of the Missouri Botanical 
Garden. In 1992 she became the first recipient of the Award for Lifetime 
Achievement of the Arts and Education Council. In 2003 she was honored with the 
Spirit of Philanthropy Award by the Association of Fundraising Professionals of St. 
Louis. 

She now heads the Evelyn E. Newman Group that primarily assists not-for-profit 
clients in their mission and fund raising efforts.

Dear Wayne: What a memory you have! We had the numismatic museum at the 
Mercantile Bank in St. Louis for almost 20 years and the new one at Washington 
University will be bigger and hopefully better. It will emphasize money uses, the 
economic and political history of money, the art on money and other matters related 
to numismatics. We will be revitalizing the best of the old displays and adding new 
ones. We are developing a new animated figure of Franklin and a few surprises. We 
will rotate exhibits when deemed advisable. You ask about exhibiting the 
Confederate Half dollar and other major rarities and that gives rise to a security 
problem which must be carefully considered. Anything we have would be available 
for examination to appropriate scholars on advance arrangements but the items not 
on exhibit would naturally be kept in bank vaults and not at the museum. 

Our numismatic books and pamphlets are too numerous to count but will be 
available to researchers. Some of our library will be in a small Victorian style office 
in the exhibit space. 

We invite encourage you and your readers to suggest themes, subject matter and 
categories for displays which will increase public interest in numismatics other than 
commercial value. We try to use associated artifacts, pictorial material, 
explanations, broadsides, etc. to supplement the coins, paper money and tokens in 
a display. 

If you have any more questions please feel free to ask them as you have your eye 
on what encourages the joys and satisfactions of the intellectually stimulating 
discipline of numismatics.

Dear Evelyn and Eric: 


I write to once more say, “Thank you!” and to tell you that the Sam Fox Arts 
Center—a project long in the planning that you are helping bring to reality—has been 
the subject of good news in recent months. 


In October, we met the $1 million Mabee Foundation challenge to complete 
funding for the new Museum Building, and we received a wonderful commitment 
from Earl and Myrtle Walker to name the new Art School Building. In November, 
we announced your very generous support toward completion of the Center and the 
establishment of the Newman Money Museum on the ground floor of the Museum 
Building. In December, The Kresge Foundation awarded us a $1 million challenge 
grant to complete funding for the entire project—all but the $4 million renovation 
of Steinberg Hall—by July 1, 2005. That means we still have work to do, but I am 
confident we will meet this challenge, even as we met the earlier one. 


In my inaugural speech as Chancellor in October 1995, I told those in attendance 
that a world-class institution will only be world-class if it is excellent in all aspects of its 
operations. I said that securing new support for our Schools of Architecture and Art 
would be a priority, and when we asked for leadership support, you responded, “Yes!” 


You, and a small group of like-minded alumni and friends, took the lead; others 
followed; and we are now just $9 million away from completing the funding of a $56.8 
million project, which will ensure Washington University has facilities commensurate 
to and supportive of some of the very best visual arts and design schools in the world. 
This is truly an exciting time for everyone at the University, especially those on the east 
end of the Hilltop Campus, and | am most grateful to you for making that happen. 


Once again, “Thank you!” You are wonderful partners in a great enterprise. I am 
looking forward to joining you at the groundbreaking on April 14" and again in spring 
2006 to cut the ribbon for the completed Sam Fox Arts Center.

What a momentous academic year we have just completed at the Washington University Gallery of 
Art and the Sam Fox Arts Center. The last nine months have been amongst our most exciting and 
successful. From welcoming over 43,000 visitors to our fine exhibitions and programs to 
celebrating the Sam Fox Arts Center groundbreaking with an impressive gathering of over 1,000 
enthusiastic alumni and supporters, we could not have asked for a more auspicious year. With the 
summer upon us, I want to share with friends and supporters like you recent developments and 
future plans that you will be hearing more about as the Washington University Gallery of Art 
transitions from its old to its new name—the Mildred Lane Kemper Art Museum—and two new 
state-of-the-art buildings rise just north of our current home in Steinberg Hall. These are exciting 
times for the visual arts at Washington University and we want you to be informed about and 
involved in our growth and development. 


Sesquicentennial Year Exhibitions a Success 


As many of you know, it was a year of celebrations and special events as Washington University in 
St. Louis marked its 150" birthday. To honor this milestone, last fall we hosted the exhibition 
Influence 150: 150 Years of Shaping a City, a Nation, the World. Organized by the 
Sesquicentennial commission, this display of archival material traced the rich history of the 
university through the cultural, scientific, and medical contributions of faculty and students over the 
last 150 years. In conjunction, we organized a companion exhibition, Collecting Patterns, which 
explored the 123 year history of the university art collection. We were honored to be the site for 
numerous sesquicentennial related events throughout the fall semester and to share with the campus 
and larger community the different histories that make up this great university. 


The galleries underwent a massive transformation for the arrival of the much anticipated spring 
exhibition American Art of the 1980s: Selections from the Broad Collections, which opened in 
January 2004. Thanks to the efforts of our curator Sabine Eckmann, we were able to bring to St. 
Louis for the first time selections from the distinguished personal and foundation collections of Los 
Angeles based contemporary art collectors Eli and Edythe Broad. In early March the Broads visited 
the university with Eli Broad kindly giving a lecture here at the museum on the history of their 
collection. American Art of the 1980s and its related programming proved to be extremely popular, 
with over 20,000 visitors coming into the galleries. We are grateful to the Broads for their kindness 
and plan to work more with their collections in the future. In addition, we want to acknowledge the 
generosity of Sotheby’s and the Hortense Lewin Art Fund at Washington University which helped 
make the Broad exhibition possible.

Sam Fox Arts Center Groundbreaking 
Mildred Lane Kemper Art Museum Naming Announced 


The perfect spring afternoon of April 14th marked the official groundbreaking for the Sam Fox Arts 
Center. Over 1,000 people attended the festivities which were capped by the keynote address of 
noted American artist Frank Stella. 


Just prior to the event Chancellor Mark Wrighton announced a $5 million gift from the Kemper 
family to name the new 65,000-square foot museum and building in honor of the late Mildred Lane 
Kemper. This major gift came from Mildred’s family and the William T. Kemper Foundation. We 
are honored by this naming gift and I echo Chancellor Wrighton’s remark that we are deeply 
indebted to the Kemper family for their leadership and dedication to the arts in St. Louis. 


Major American and European Artworks Acquired 


If you had the opportunity to visit us over the last several weeks you undoubtedly noticed a new 
addition to the upper gallery—a massive mixed-media relief by Frank Stella on long-term loan to 
the museum from Washington University School of Art alumnus Ann Fertig Freedman (FA ’71) 
and her husband Robert Freedman in honor of the Sam Fox Arts Center groundbreaking. The work, 
Lo .Sciocco Senza Paura (The Fearless Fool, 1984) from Stella’s landmark Cones and Pillars series, 
measures more than 10’x10’x2’ and is constructed of etched magnesium, aluminum, fiberglass and 
canvas. This truly monumental work will be a featured work in the Mildred Lane Kemper Art 
Museum when the new building opens. 


In addition, St. Louis art collectors Shelia and Arthur (HS ’57) Prensky recently made an important 
gift of 60 works on paper by some of the most notable American artists of the 20th century. Among 
the 41 artists represented in the gift are Jasper Johns, Robert Motherwell, Dan Flavin, Cy Twombly, 
Lee Bontecou, and Louise Nevelson. The bequest includes a number of artists who until now have 
not been represented in the permanent collection. 


Thanks to the generosity of Lois (GR ’97) and Robert Orchard, we now jointly share with the Saint 
Louis Art Museum three monumental paintings by American realist Alfred Leslie. In addition, we 
are honored to be the new home for several paintings including a work by Sheldon Helfman thanks 
to a gift by Herbert Weitman (BU ’50) and a watercolor by Carolyn Brady thanks to the generosity 
of Tom Singer. We also acknowledge the keen eye of Harvey Saligman who, during a visit to a 
Massachusetts antique store, unearthed an unknown portrait of 19" century industrialist and 
Washington University trustee Samuel Cupples by noted artist Eastman Johnson. Thanks to the 
kindness of the Saligman family the work was hung in our galleries as part of the Sesquicentennial 
celebration and now resides in the Hudson E. Bridge conference room in Brookings Hall. 


New photographic works have also been added to the collection during the last year thanks to gifts 
by Barbara and Thomas Eagleton, who donated a wonderful print by noted contemporary German 
artist Joachim Brohn as well as funds to support the purchase of a work by Armin Linke. More 
works by distinguished American photographer Joel Myerowitz have come into the collection 
thanks to the kindness of Joanne and Douglas Milch. And again, special thanks to Herbert Weitman 
who generously donated several prints by New Bauhaus photographer Gyorgy Kepes. 


And finally, we have strengthened our European print collection thanks to the kindness of Talbot 
and Peter MacCarthy, who helped support the purchase of a fine etching by French realist Jean- 
Frangois Millet. We have also made recent acquisitions of old master prints including the purchase 


of an important 16th-century etching dated c. 1533-36 by Daniel Hopfer and a monumental 
engraving of Hercules dated 1584 by Hendrick Goltzius. 


All of the above gifts and purchases greatly strengthen our holdings and we are extremely grateful 
to our donors for their generosity and support of the collection. 


Permanent Collection Goes on Tour 


We are pleased to announce that while the new facilities for the Mildred Lane Kemper Art Museum 
are under construction, an exhibition of distinguished works from the permanent collection will 
travel to a series of both national and international museums. This traveling show is based on H.W. 
Janson and the Legacy of Modern Art at Washington University, curated by Sabine Eckmann and 
exhibited in New York City and St. Louis in 2002. Some of the artists and works in the show 
include Henri Matisse, Still Life with Oranges (c.1899); Pablo Picasso, Glass and Bottle of Suze 
(1912); Joan Mir6, Peinture (1925); and Willem DeKooning, Saturday Night (1956). In total, 46 
works will go on tour beginning in August 2004 and continue through January 2006. The exhibition 
will travel to the following locations: 


August 17 — October 24, 2004 
Marion Koogler McNay Art Museum, San Antonio, Texas 


November 19, 2004 — March 28, 2005 
Stiftung Opevillen, Zentrum fiir Kunst, Rtisselsheim, Germany (near Frankfurt)

Angermuseum, Erfurt, Germany 


September 4, 2005 — January 8, 2006 
Museum Kurhaus, Kleve, Germany (to be confirmed) 


We welcome the attendance of friends and supporters at the November opening at the Stiftung 
Opelvillen in Riisselsheim, Germany. This beautiful museum, located in an historic manor house 
just outside Frankfurt, is one of the region’s most celebrated cultural venues. If you would like to 
join Sabine and I at the opening we can plan for various behind-the-scenes activities at Frankfurt 
area museums, as well as artist studio visits and private collection tours. Please let me know if this 
idea is of interest and we will develop a schedule of events for everyone to enjoy. 


Major Grant Initiatives Undertaken 


Staff members at the museum have spent considerable time and energy in the last six months 
addressing exhibition and special projects needs by seeking out grant assistance from a variety of 
funding sources. With the costs for exhibitions, programming, and collections management rising, 
it has become increasingly important to find private and public partners who can help us achieve our 
institutional goals. Recent grants submitted include the National Endowment for the Humanities, 
the Andy Warhol Foundation and the Emily Hall Tremaine Foundation in support of Reality Bites: 
Making Avant-Garde Art in Post-Wall Germany, curated by Sabine Eckmann. This will be the first 
major loan exhibition planned for the Mildred Lane Kemper Art Museum after it opens. In 
addition, a grant has been submitted to the Institute of Museum and Library Services to continue the 
digitization of the permanent collection and improve public access via an online searchable 
database. 


Closer to home we have requested funding from both the Regional Arts Commission and Missouri 
Arts Council to support the forthcoming exhibition /nside Out Loud: Visualizing Women’s Health in 
Contemporary Art. In related news, we are deeply grateful to Advisory Committee member Helen 
Kornblum who has been instrumental in generating far-reaching support for Jnside Out Loud. Not 
only has she made generous personal contributions to this project, she also has encouraged others to 
do the same. We are grateful to all of our friends who have supported the Jnside Out Loud project. 
Thanks to Helen’s unflagging efforts, the exhibition also recently received a $20,000 challenge 
grant from the Elizabeth A. Sackler Museum Educational Trust to be awarded once we have 
successfully raised an equal or greater amount in matching funds. 


Future Exhibition Plans 


With construction of the new Sam Fox Arts Center facilities beginning this fall the museum will 
have an abbreviated fall 2004 exhibition schedule. Pending construction details, we expect to host a 
School of Art faculty exhibition opening in October and some showing of works from our 
permanent collection. 


Then, as the grand finale in Steinberg Hall, we will close with Inside Out Loud: Visualizing 
Women’s Health in Contemporary Art, which promises to be a significant event for both the 
university and the larger St. Louis region. The community programming being organized in 
conjunction with the exhibition is coming along well. Organizations such as Art St. Louis, the St. 
Louis Artists Guild, the Siteman Cancer Center, the St. Louis Women’s Chorale, Edison Theatre, 
and a host of campus partners are all planning related events such a lectures, performances, and 
health screenings. A programming guide listing all events will be produced by us and distributed 
throughout the St. Louis region. We are very much looking forward to holding /nside Out Loud and 
hope you will be able to join us as we celebrate its opening in January 2005. 


As you can see, the museum is a hive of activity as we build for the future. I want to thank you for 
your support, energy and enthusiasm on behalf of the newly named Mildred Lane Kemper Art 
Museum. Our success depends in large part on the generosity of friends and supporters like you. 
We hope you are as excited as we are about what the future promises.

New Leaves Turning “Up” and “Down” 


on, Wisconsin State Quarters! 





I collect state quarters and I think they are really neat! Some collectors 
think the state quarter program is boring and a waste of time and money. Maybe 
now they will change their minds! 

Last December, a man in Tucson, Arizona, by the name of Bob Ford 
made a startling discovery. For 15 years, Mr, Ford has been going through coins 
trom the bank looking for errors and varieties. On December 11", while he was 
looking through some 2004-D Wisconsin quarters, he found “extra leaves” on the 
ears of corn on some of the coins. And he didn’t find just one kind of new leaf... 
he found two! (1 am from Nebraska and we call them “husks,” but since every- 
body else is calling them “leaves,” I will too.) 

One had an extra leaf up higher and closer to the ear of corn on the 


design. This one is called the “extra high or up leaf.” The other has an extra leaf 


that is lower and comes out from the ear of corn. This one is called the “extra 
low or down leaf.” 

Mr. Ford took the quarters to a coin dealer in Tucson, Rob Weiss of Old 
Pueblo Coin Exchange, to see if he had really found something neat, like a new 
variety. He had and things really started to happen! 

On January |1th the Arizona Daily Star newspaper wrote an article 
about the extra leaves and over night people came from all over to Tucson to look 
for Wisconsin quarters with the extra leaves. Coin World printed an article about 
the “extra leaves” in their January 10" issue called, “Markings on quarter leave 
mystery.” In that article the writer, Eric von Klinger, said “...the appearances of 
the marks, appearing raised on the er a 
coins, are such that Coin World has 
asked the Mint, for the record, whether 
any design modifications were deliber- 
ately made.” They have written anoth- 
er article about the “extra leaves” in 
their January 24" issue, too 

While there are questions 
about what caused the “extra leaves,” 
there is no question that there are a lot 
of people talking about it.

Because of where the “High/Up and Low/Down” leaves show up on the 
design and because they really look like “leaves,” it looks like it wasn’t an acci- 
dent. The “leaves” are in the right places on both varieties. They look just like 
leaves on an ear of corn, and they are on a coin that has an ear of corn on it. 
Wow!

this is a cool naked eye variety. Much better than the 2 EDD nickels, and 
along the lines of the 1972-DD cents and other bold varieties. I feel certain that 
these will be collected alongside the state quarter set.” 

On their website, the Professional Coin Canttfie Service (PCGS) wrote 
a statement on January 21* about the Wiseonsin quarters with the “extra leaves. 
David Hall, PCGS founder and president, said: “This is a very important discov- 
ery. The ‘extra leaf’ Wisconsin quarters are the first major variety for the 
Statehood quarters, And they are very obvious varieties that are easily discern- 
able to the naked eye... no microscope or imagination are necessary,” 

PCGS also said, “While an official statement from the Mint regarding 
the design anomalies has not yet been made, speculation thus far that the marks 
are tool gouges in the die leaves one wondering. On the low position variety, the

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‘die gouge’ is particularly large, shaped like a leaf, and in the exact position 
‘where one would expect an additional leaf to be. Even the high position variety, 
the gouge is suspiciously ‘leaf like, albeit less so than the other variety.” 

I wrote an email to Q. David Bowers; of American Numismatic Rarities, 
asking him what he thought about the “extra leaves” on the Wisconsin state quar- 
ters. He wrote back to me and said, “While the exact cause of these varicties is 
not known at the moment, it seems to me that two different working dies were 
each engraved with an extra leaf, quite carefully and with good artistic effect. 
From a numismatic viewpoint, this has created varieties that are fascinating.” 

So far, no other “extra leaves” Wisconsin quarters have been proved to 
be real anywhere else in the country other than Tucson or from any other Mint 
than Denver. It is estimated that there are only 2,000 “high leaf” and 2,700 “low 
leaf’ coins that collectors and dealers in Tucson know about. Wow! A set of 
three Wisconsin quarters: one with a normal design, one with a “high/up” leaf 
and one with a “low/down” leaf would have cost a face value of 75-cents last 
December, if you were lucky enough to find them at a bank in Tucson. Now they 
are selling for hundreds of dollars! 

No one still knows for sure if the “extra leaves” were made on purpose 
or are just a mistake that happened in the minting process. No one really knows 
if they are only going to be found in Tucson or in other areas of the country too. 
No one really knows how many more will turn up. 

But one thing | know for sure is that they sure look neat and these “extra 
leaves” on the 2004-D Wisconsin state quarters is the neatest thing to happen to 
the state quarter series so far! © 
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On January 1, 2000, General 
Mills, the cereal company, along with 
the U.S. Mint, started a give-away. 
They gave away 2000-P Lincoln cents 
and 2000-P Sacagawea dollars. Some 
cereal boxes contained only Lincoln 
cents; others both a Lincoln cent and a 
Sacagawea dollar. The coins were 
described on the boxes as “The first 
coins of the new millennium.” 

There were 10 million boxes with 
Lincoln cents in them, but one of every 
2,000 boxes had both a cent and dollar 
coin. Only 5,500 Sacagawea dollars 
had been minted for this special pro- 
mouon! 

Because the coins were put on 
cards and sealed with a plastic cover- 
ing, no one could examine the revers- 
es. Most people who had them proba- 
bly thought that they would be more 
valuable if the coins were kept sealed 
on the cards. I would have thought so 
too, but a gentleman named Pat 
Braddick sent his card with both of the 
Cheerios coins to ANACS, the grading 
service, to have them encapsulated 
with the labels reading “Cheerios 
Cent” and “Cheerios Dollar.”

shipped to General Mills as part of the 
dollar promotion in October of 1999, 
under a detailed arrangement that they 
not be released until January, 2000. 
Prior to manufacturing the coins for 
release to the Federal Reserve in 2000, 
the feather detail was softened and the 
center tail feather was recessed to 
solve a die manufacturing issue.” 

This means that only 5,500 
Sacagawea dollars, the ones found in 
Cheerios cereal boxes, have this type 
of reverse. Wow! Some people think 
it is a new pattern coin, but others 
think it is just a hub or a die variety. 
Regardless, the different reverse on the 
Cheerios coins remains a cool mystery 
that would never have been discovered 
unless someone was curious enough to 
open the original sealed packet! 

With the Cheerios dollars being 
given out in cereal boxes, it makes me 
wonder how many got spent by kids, 
or how many are still in their packages 
tucked away in drawers! 

The next time my folks want to 
take me along to a garage sale, I’m not 
going to complain. Who knows, I 
might find a Cheerios dollar! And I 
know that I will be looking at the 
reverse of every 2000-P Sacagawea 
coin I see. 

Because of things like this, I think 
that coin collecting just gets better 
every single day!
